The North West Frontier. 

Calcutta, Feb. 7.—On the night of tho 
5th instant the trodps of the Edwardesabad 
garrison moved out to aid in the capture of 
certain outlaws in tho village of Goomatti. 
Owing to the strong positiun taken up*by 
the outlaws in the towers of the village, the 
casualties amongst our troops amounted to 
six killed and fourteen wounded. Included 
amongst the latter were Major Davidson, 
2nd Sikhs, severely wounded, and Liout. 
Houston, Ist Punjab Infantry, - slightly 
wounded ; beth are doing well? Subnadar 
Hassan, ist_Ponjab-Infantry; was-mortally 
wounded. Seven outlaws wore captured. 
Most of the casualities in tho Goomutti 
affair seem to have occurred ag the troops 
were being withdrawn after successfully ae- 
complishing the object with which they had 
gone, the tribesmen sniping at them frum 
behind the village walls, Particulars, how- 
ever, are still meagre, 

February 8.—There is no moro news 
about the Edwardnsabad disturbance cx- 
eept that the remaining outlaws have evacu- 
ated Goomatti, and that no furthor military 
operations are contemplated fur the present, 

Further news of the border skirmish has 
been received from Banna, It appearsa 
band of some. twenty outlaws, including 
murderers and noturious raiders, had been 
harboured in the yillnge of Goomatti, of 
the Darwesh Khel (‘Waziri) country north 
of Biannu. They were so placed being 
only four miles from the. British borders, 
that they were able to raid and then eacupe 
back to their head-quarters.. In consequence 
of several cases of lawlessness on their part 
the Deputy Commissioner of Kohat re- 
ported to the Panjab Government the 
necessity of sending a force out to 
surprise the village and effect their 
capture. This vas duly sanctioned, and a 
column formed from the 2nd Sikhs and 1st 
Panjab Infantry left Bann on-tho night 
of the 15th instant, doing a forced march of 
ten or eleven miles. Seven of the outlaws 
were captured, but such of their number as 
had taken up their position in tho village 
towers were not dislodged by the time tho 
troops had to turn. During the retirement 
the troops act only came under a heavy firo 
from two towers butwere harassed as they 
moved off through difficult country. ‘The 
result was that six of the party were*killod 
and 14 wounded. oo 

Allahabad, February 9.—A_ force left 
Bannu ou Wednesday, cro 
and proceeded to Goomatti. the sesno of 
Monday's fighting. The village wns found 
deserted, the outlaws and tribesmen having 
fied.
